Certain covens throughout the country are 
widely-known to be in a state of reasonable har- 
mony, and between them there is considerable 
interchanve of ideas, knowledge and information. 
In several separate localities there are associated 
covens which have no contact with uay others; 
their membership may or may not be almost exciu- 
sively on an hereditary basis. Then there are several 
known covens which are entirely “independent” 
and which have no contact—and seck none—with 
Such reluctant attitudes towards inter-com- 
munication may be, in the short term, explainable 
by expediency and the danger of betrayal. But 1s 
there not a far greater “betrayal” inherent in this 
situation ?
